Peace talks resume 
this month in U.S. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 3 (Ag- 
encies} — Middle East peace 
negotiations between Egypt and 
Israel will resume in Washing- 
ton. in mid-January, an Israeli 
diplomat disclosed Wednesday. 

The senior diplomat, who 
spoke to reporters with, the 
understanding that be would .sot 
be further identified, said de- 
tails and the exact date are still 
being worked out, but Israel 
has agreed to send its negotiat- 
ing team back to Washington 
at a time proposed by Secretary 
of State Cyrus Vance. 

Vance, according to the of- 
ficial, has- cleared his calendar 
in mid-January to resume his 
role as mediator in the talks, 
which broke off in November. 

The talks will probably take 
place at the ministerial level 
agreed to during a December 
meeting in Brussels with Vance. 
A spokesman for Vance said he 
could not confirm the report.

KUWAIT, Jan. 3 (Agencies} 
— Iraq was reported Wednes- 
day to ,have launched a new 
anti-Communist crackdown 
Wednesday, executing 18 mili- 
tary men and arresting eight 
members of the pro-Moscow 
Iraqi Communist Party’s cen- 
tral committee. 

But a spokesman for the 
Iraqi embassy here said the 
report carried by the indepen- 
dent, conservative Kuwait 
newspaper “Ad Sryassa” was 
“baseless and groundless.'' 

The newspaper said it had 
been informed by travellers - 
arriving from Baghdad that 18 
military men were executed on 
■Dec. 24, for establishing illegal 
Communist cells Within the 
armed forces. 

The paper did not specify 
. where or how the executions 
were carried out, but death 
sentences against military per- 
sonnel in Iraq are usually car- 
ried out by firing squad. 

“AJ Siyassa” added that eight 
members of the Communist 
Party’s central co mmi ttee had 
been arrested 20 other 

leading Communists in the 
southern port city of Basrah 
bad disappeared. 

The paper Claimed the anti- 
Communist crackdown follow- 
ed the failure of Iraq's Vice 
President Saddam Hussein to 
persuade the Soviet Union to 
provide fresh arms supplies to 
the newly established Iraqi- 
Syrian military alliance, when 
he visited Moscow last month. 

This was the second anti- 
Communist crackdown report- 
ed in Iraq during the last six 
months. 

Last June, 21 military per- 
. socnel were reported to have 
’bein' executed • for allegeffiy 
forming Communist ccsUs with- 


in tbe array. 

But Iraq's official Commu- 
nist Parly newspaper “Tariq al 
Shaab'* complained of unspe- 
cified “horrible events'' against 
Iraqi .Communists at tbe time. 

In . another editorial late in 
November the Communist 
paper charged that “atrocities 
against the party, its affilia- 
tes and activity have been con- 
tinuing for more than a year,'' 
and that despite previous com- 
plain is “nothing had been done 
to end these actions." 

In Bdrut Arab diplomats 
said dozens of Communists 
were detained after the Com- 
munist newspaper's editorial. 

In some areas of Baghdad, 
security men arrested people 
simply for possessing the Com- 
munist Party paper, the dip- 
lomats added. 

Iraq's ruling Baatb Socialist 
Party warned last May that it 
“cannot allow any other side 
to replace us or to use its 
coalition with us as a short- 
cut. to jump to power." 

The Communists have two 
ministers out of 26 in a “na- 
tional front” coalition govern- 
ment dominated by the Baalh- 
ists. 

The friction between the two 
parties started early last year 
'when the Baath Party, which 
supports the Eritrean rebellion 
against Ethiopia, objected to 
. the Soviet backing of Ethio- 
pia’s military regime. 

Iraq is generally regarded as 
the Soviet -Union’s most im- 
portant ally in the Arab world, 
and is tied to it by a treaty 
of friendship and cooperation.

The security meeting was

TEHRAN, Jan. 3 (Agencies) 
— Iran's prime minister de- 
signate promised Wednesday 
. to gradually dismantle martial 
law throughout the country 
and faulted that the Shah wiU 
leave the country for “rest and 
a vacation.” 

Fn a news conference short- 
ly after both houses of the Ira- 
nian parliament formally no- 
minated him as the country's 
new civilian premier. Dr. Shah- 
pour Bakhtiar said the Shah 
“wants to rest and take a va- 
cation — that is the desire he 
has expressed himself.” 

He refused to elaborate on 
the issue, however, stressing in- 
stead his own plans for res- 
toring the nation to civilian 
nie for the first time in two 
months. 

He said: 

— Iran will continue to sell 
oil to nations that need it But 
asked about oil sales to Israel, 
which relies heavily oo Ira- 
nian supplies, toe left open tbe 
possibility chat supplies to the 
Jewish state couid be jeopar- 
dized by its continuing dispute 
with other Muslim countries. 

— He wants the reduction 
of the country's secret police, 
Savak, to an intelligence agen- 
cy only. “No country in the 
world can live without police, 
•but we can live without tor- 
ture,” lie said, referring to al- 
legations of widespread torture 
in Savak prisons. 

— His government wiU not 
submit itsetf “to any military 
authority, whatever it is.” Ask- 
ed if he feared a. military coup 
d’etat against fats new moderate 
regime, he said “that is for 
South America. I hope to avoid 
it (a coup) and I don’t be- 
lieve it wdl happen.” 

— Political parties will be 
permitted free operation in 
lean. But asked if the Commu- 
nist Party, now outlawed, 
would be legalized, be indica- 
ted it would not. He said that 
to be legal, parties must believe 
in “reJigLoc and Iran”. 

— Use Cento alliance — 
which groups Iran, Pakistan, 
Turkey and tbe United King- 
dom with the United States as 
an observer — “is militarily 
dead, and a dead person can- 
not be resurrected.” Bui he 
said Iran would continue to 
take part in Cento’s economic 
activities. 

— Iran will no longer be 
“the gendarmes of the Persian 
Gulf.” Iran's huge military es- 
abUriraeot is largely designed 
to assure security m tbe Gulf, 
but Bakhtiar indicated its role 
would be limited only to pro- 
tecting Iran's own interests 
there rather than policing the 
whole region.

Preparations under way

Queen Elizabeth cancels 
official visit to Iran 


LONDON, Jan. 3 (.Agencies) 
— Buckingham palace announ- 
ced Wednesday that Queen 
Elizabeth II and the Duke . of 
Edinburgh have cancelled their 
planned state visit to Iran next 
month on the advice ot the 
Shato.

U.S. plays down impact 
of Iranian oil shutdown 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 3 (Ag- 
encies) — U-S. Slate Depart- 
ment officials Tuesday con- 
tended the United States and 
other Western nations can sur- 
vive the Iranian oil shutdown 
with no shortages or price in- 
creases for six months or more. 

The assessment by the State 
Department spokesman, who 
asked not to 1 be identified, came 
despite reports last week that 
the United States was prepar- 
ing for a possible oil shortage. 

The administration official 
said increased production bv 
other oil-exporting nations and 
use of existing oil stockpiles 
will more than cushion any 
shortage produced by the strikes 
against Iran’s oil industry. 

Iran, winch normally exports 
five million barrels of oil a day. 
ceased exports a week ago. 

About half of the shortfall 
has since been made up by 
Saudi Arabia, vtfiich has in- 
creased its production by 
a'boul 1.5 million barrels’ a day.

Manila refugees see faint hope 


MANILA. Jan. 3 (Agencies) 
— A glimmer of hope emer- 
ged Wednesday for 2,300 Viet- 
namese refugees packed aboard 
the rusting freighter Tung An 
in Manila Bay. 

It came in the form of offers 
from West Germany, Austra- 
lia and the United States to 
help the Philippines tackle Che 
overall problem posed by re- 
fugees. 

Although none of the three 
oountries said it would take 
“boat people” direct from the 
freighter, a United Nations offi- 
cial said he hoped the offers 
could free places for them ' 
ashore. 

Werner Blatter, of the U.N.' 
High Commission for Refu- 
gees, said the Munich had of- 
fered to take 150 of (he 2300 
refugees at present crowding s 


temporary Manila camp. 

Australia said it would take 
200, while (be United States 
confirmed that refugees in tbe 
Philippines, including those 
aboard the Tung An, were eli- 
gible for its program of offer- 
ing boat people a new home. 

The Tung An, registered in 
Panama, steamed into Philip- 
pine waters Dec. 27. four days 
after authorities in Brunei evic- 
ted it. The Philippines has re- 
fused to land its refugees be- 
cause this country's main 
camp, in suburban Manila, is 
overcrowded. 

* In Hong Kong, which faces 
a possible influx of Vietnamese 
refugees that could top 10,000, 
an old Royal Air Force base 
has been fitted out as a stand- 
by transit camp. 

The colony, which for three 


decades has had to absorb 
successive waves of . refugees 
from China, already has 5.000 
boat people on its hands. 

In addition Taiwan told 
Hong Kong Wednesday that it 
would not accept the 2,700 
Vietnamese aboard the Taiwan- 
owned freighter Huey Fong, 
which arrived off the colony 
12 days ago and Shows no 
si gns of budging. 

Hong Kong could also be 
drawn into the Tung An prob- 
lem after a Philippine warning 
that the Hong Kong-bound 
Arp could be sent on to the 
colony if Manila's pleas for aid 
go unanswe red. 

"If they are genuine refugees 
and if this really was the ship's 
first port of call, we will accept 
them,” a Hong Kong official 
said. 


A year ago, a large Vietna- 
mese force attacked into Cam- 
bodia employing what Phnom 
Penh has termed a "lightning 
attack-lightning victory” strategy 
(hat apparently failed. Indica- 
tions are that (he Vietnamese 
and their rebel allies are now 
moving methodically and fol- 
lowing their own previously 
successful pattern. 

The North Vietnamese and 
their Khmer Rouge allies — 
now the threatened rulers in 
Phnom Penh — opened the 
Cambodian War in 1970 by 
attacks on Kratie, Kampong 
Cham and key towns along 
Highway 19 in an effort to 
seize the strategic Mekong 
River and thus amputate the 
northeast. 

The plan was largely success- 
ful although the much embattl- 
ed Kampong Cham, once a 
lovely river port for the rub- 
ber .trade, remained in govern- 
ment hands throughout the 
war. ‘ 

Deputy Prime Minister I eng 
Sery charged on Tuesday that 
Soviet pilots were flying for the 
Vietnamese, Moscow’s South- 
east Asian allies.

3 .(AP) — Thousands of Chi- 
nese Grass Carp have been 
dumped in the Panama Canal 
in hopes they will eat their 
way through a massie tangle 
of aquatic weeds. 

“The weeds are fouling ship 
propellers, making it difficult: 
to service navigational aids, 
plugging, ship motor water in- 
takes and dogging the lock 
gates," said Rene Sanchez, a 
fisheries biologist working on 
(he project for the Panama 
Canal Company. 

“We’ve controlled the weeds 
so far by dmnping copper sul- 
phate and 2-4-D herbicide on 
them. We’d Hke to get away 
from using chemicals and be- 
lieve the fish may eventually 
save money," Sanchez said. 

The biologist said that in 
fiscal 1978 the Canal Company 
damped 625,000 pounds of 
toxic copper sulfate on thou- 
sands of acres of hydriKa. The 
plant's tendrils may extend 40 
feet 

There are four other kinds, 
of weeds that can cause trou- 
ble in the waterway. Sanchez 
said that some years ago the 
company used arsenic to kiH 
them. 

He said the carp, also known 
as the White Amur, will weigh 
50 to 60 pounds and reach 
three feet long at maturity and 
eat we& over its body weight 
<each day. They are native to

Heat sensors 
to probe scene 
of mass murders 

CHICAGO, Jan. 3 <AP) — 
Searchers with sophisticated 
heat-sensing scanners will pro- 
be the scene of the worn mass 
murder in the United States 
this century, but they are 
beginning to doubt that more 
bodies wilt be found. 

“I don't think they expect to 
find anything more," said Serg. 
Howard Anderson a Sheriffs . 
investigator. “They will go 
back over ground that hasn't 
been dug up yet, the less pro- 
arising areas. They just want 
to double . check.” 

Anderson, supervisor of an 
investigations unit, said crews 
working Tuesday in tempera- 
tures bekw-18 degrees centi- 
grade at the home of John 
Gacy Jr., 36, spent much of 
their time removing snow and 
cleaning up. 

So far investigators have 
fumed up 27 bodies, mostly 
skeptical remains, from beneath 
Gacy’s ranch-style home and j 
its grounds. The bodies of two ! 
other young men, which au- 
thorities say are Hnked to 
Gacy, have been found in the , 
Des Haines River. 

The 29 deaths linked to 
Gacy mark a record for mass 
murders in this country this 
century, two more than tbe 27 
murders of teen-age boys by 
Elmer Wayne Henley Jr. in 
tbe Houston area.

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PALESTINIAN UNITY 


Tile mid-January meeting o£ the Palestine National 
Council in Damascus finds the Palestine issue at a dangerous 
crossroads. One false move may spell hardship for years to 
come, while taking the right direction will ease the pains that 
the Palestinians have been suffering for over 30 years. 

The council will tackle a long agenda but three items 
stand out: Unity of the various Palestinian groups, the creation 
of a government- in-exile and relations with Jordan. This last 
item is the simplest to understand: The resistance movement 
feels that it must improve relations with the government in 
Amman and expand coordination and cooperation to make 
sure that Jordan continues to refuse joining the Egyptian-lsraeli 
peace talks. 

Of the other items, the question of unity among the re- 
sistance groups is the oldest The council will be presented 
with a working paper of unity hammered out by a joint com- 
mittee that based it on three drafts submitted by Fateh, the 
Popular Front for the Liberation of Palestine and the Popular 
Democratic Front. The combined unity draft is far less am- 
bitious than its name implies. It does not call for a political 
or military unity among the various groups but rather offers 
a platform for joint action that the groups can support to- 
gether . Although it has not been officially published, copies 
are circulating among council members and “Arab News” has 
received one from Beirut. 

The unity draft deals with the Palestinian, Arab and in- 
ternational spheres of action. On the Palestinian level it calls 
for: 

— Upholding full Palestmian rights to nationhood. 

— Upholding the PLO as the sole representative of the 
Palestinians. 

— Escalation of the "armed struggle” against Israel in the 
occupied territories, 

— Stressing that the Palestine issue is the heart and core 
of the anti-Zionist Arab struggle, 

— Rejecting self-rule because it allows continued Jewish 
settlement in Arab lands and because it falls short of Palestin- 
ian aspirations, and 

— The full unity of the Palestinians in the occupied terri- 
tories and outside. 

On the Arab level, the document calls for: 

— Rejection of the Camp David agreements, 

— Full support for the “steadfastness" front, 

— Urging Arab parties and organizations to extend whole- 
hearted support for the PLO, 

— Respect for the sovereignty of Lebanon and the Cairo 
Agreement (which dovetailed relations between the Palestinians 
and Lebanese authorities) and 

— Stressing the special relationship, .between the peoples 
of Jordan and Palestine- 

On the international level the two more important positions 
are the continuing Palestinian opposition of U.S. policy “which 
favors Israel ' at the expense of Palestinian rights” and the 
detennmation to continue the cooperation with the socialist 
countries. 

As can be seen there is nothing in the above points that 
could cause a serious problem among the various groups and 
the draft is expected to pass. But the subject of the govern- 
ment' in -exile is not so clear with strong groups continuing 
to oppose it. In Fateh. Abu lyad and Abu Jihad are un- 
derstood to be against while Abu Lutuf is for with Abu 
Ammar oscillating between the two groups- The protagonists 
feel that the govemment-in-exile will give the U.S. government, 
if it so desires, the opportunity ti> overcome the complex of 
dealing with the PLO. The antagonists ted that a govern- 
ment-in -exile will turn the revolution into another ineffective 
government without gaining any new recognitions in return 
since Western Europe and the U.S. will not recograze a Pales- 
tinian government until it goes bad: on agreed PLO policy — 
something which the Palestinians do not propose to do. It 
is noteworthy, however, that Palestinian intellectuals in the 
West and friends of the Palestine cause support the idea of 
a government- in-exile. The resistance movement may be wise 
to listen to them. It knows more about war but they know 
more about politics, especially American politics.

McGovern visits Rhodesia 


NEW YORK — 

Can George McGovern bring 
peace to Rhodesia? 

It's not as far-fetched as it 
sounds. Consider this: For mon- 
ths the Carter administration has 
stubbornly stuck to the notion 
that the slighest sign of support 
for the “internal solution" of 
Prime Minister Ian Smith and 
the three moderate black leaders 
would be seen as “racist'* and 
would somehow draw the Rus- 
sians and Cubans directly into 
Rhodesian intervention. 

Carter, Andrew Young and 
the State Department all insis- 
ted that the only chance far 
pence lay in bringing the guer- 
rilla leaders, Joshua Nkomo and 
Robert Mugabe, into an “all 
parties" conference to negotiate 
a settlement. They carefully ig- 
nored die fact that these two 
had been invited in by Smith 
but had refused for the simple 
and his colleagues last spring 
reason that the deck was not 
stacked in their favor. Neither 
could win a free election — and 
knew it; and both have indica- 
ted that if they once get inside 
they will do everything to anni- 
hilate the opposition. 

This U.S. policy has had little 
to do with the realities of Rho- 
desia and a lot to do with Ame- 
rican domestic politics and a 
mistaken tie-in with memo- 
ries of the civil rights move- 
ment in the Southern U.S. in 
Hie early ’60s. 

The British government took 
a similar policy position, but 
for different reasons. For many 
British leaders of both parties 
Smith’s “DDI" — Unilateral 
Declaration of Independence of

1965 from the 
sticks in the craw. 

Where does George Mc- 
Govern fit into this picture? As 
chairman- prospective of the 'Se- 
nate Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee's African subcommittee,- he 
was in Africa last month on a 
fact-finding trip. Far from res- 
tricting himself to the various 
autocracies, oligarchies ind 
totalitarian stares facing Rbo-' 
desia, McGovern went straight 
to Salisbury. 


There, the senator was inter- 
viewed over breakfast by a local 
newspaper writer who filed a 
story that has not received mudi 
outside attention. Marion Dun- 
can wrote, “on the touchy sub- 
ject of an all-parties conferen- 
ce, he (McGovern) said, ‘It is 
not essential if the transitional 
government could work out- 
some kind of formula to have' 
an election that would draw the 
participation of the Patriotic 
Front people as well as the in- 
ternal forces.’ 


“But e ven without the partici- 
pation of external nationalist 
leaders the senator felt there 
was a possibility of interna- 
tional recognition for the new- 
ly Independent Rhodesia. Tf the 
election is held and Mr. Smith 
steps down as he has said he is 
going to do and a black gov- 
ernment comes to power, there 
is a possibility — I stress the 
word possibility — that sanc- 
tions might be lifted.’ 

"T have gained a new res- 
pect for the complexity of the 
situation during my visit here. 
And I have a new.. .sharper un- 
derstanding of the limitations of 


outside intervention in Rhode- 
sian affairs. The notion tha» 
somehow a handful of Ameri- 
cans and British could come in 
here and settle this thing is 
long gone, I tipnk. Beyond that, 
I came here highly skeptical 
that Prime Minister Smith, 
would follow through with his 
commitment to majority rule 
or elections. I now think be will 
probably do both.’ ** 

For qnite some time Ameri- 
can conservatives (and many 
British conservatives) have been 
convinced that Smith meant to 
do both and that the issue was 
no longer whi te- versus- black 
rule for Rhodesia but rather a 
Struggle among various black 
factions for leadership. Though 
you would expect Americans 
to support moderate, democrati- 
cally-committed leaders such as 
Muzorewa, Sithole and Chi rail, 
the fact they are in coalition 
with Smith seems to have caus- 
ed a mental block among lib- 
erals. 

George McGovern may pro- 
vide the long needed break- 
through. His views — if repea- 
ted back home — may not oaly 
make it respectable for the 
American liberal “establish- 
ment" to reconsider tbe issue, 
but may also inspire a shift m 
the official White House posi- 
tion. 

The administration may be 
too deeply imbedded in its pre- 
sent policy toward Rhodesia to 
come around to reality, but if 
Sen. McGovern will lead the 
liberals on Capitol HSU, and 
with the conservatives already 
aboard, we may yet be able to 
■give peace a chance. (KFS) 


Russian threat to Iran

MOSCOW — 
Soviet concern about American 
activities ■ in Iran is mounting so 
rapidly that area specialists in 
Moscow see a new crisis in 
Soviet- American relations mi 
the question. 

Against the background of an 
alert among the army estab- 
lishments on the Soviet side- of 
the border with Iran, Russia Is 
privately warning that if Wa- 
shington makes any concrete 
move such as landing marines 

in Iran, Moscow would unhesi- 
tatingly invoke Articles Five' 
and Six of the. 1922 Soviet- 
Iraoian Treaty and march into 
Iran to counter American 
troops there. 

They repeat that it is not idle 
talk but their studied view of 
the options open to (he Soviet 
Union in the light of what they 
see as open and escalating 
American interference in toe 
Iranian domestic crisis. 

According to Article Five, 
.both countries are forbidden 
“formulation or presence on 
their (respective) territory of 
organization or persons irrespec- 
tive of toe name by which they 
call themselves, or of iadivi- 
daals whose object is to engage 
in acts of hostility against Per- 
sia or Russia." 

Article Six, more pertinent to 
current developments, stipulates 
that “the Russian government 
shall have toe right to advance 
its troops into Persian territory 
to take necessary mili tary ac- 
in self-defense" if third 


tion 


powers use Iran as a base 
against toe USSR or “in toe 
event the frontiers of toe Rus- 


sian Soviet Federated Socialist 
Republic or its allies are men- 
aced and if, after a warning 
from the Russian Soviet gov- 
ernment, the Persian govern- 
ment is unable to avert this 
menace.” 

I have been to ascertain 
through Soviet travellers recent- 
ly arriving in Moscow from 
bordering regions that a military 
alert is in force and Soviet for- 
ces are being augmented in pre- 
paration for any eventuality 
which might arise. 

In tins context inspired re- 
ports from Washington that an 
American aircraft carrier is to 
be despatched to toe Gulf and 
President Jimmy Carter’s latest 
comment putting toe blame for 
interference in Iran on the So- 
viets, is seen in Moscow as pre- 
paring toe American public for 
a possible military intervention 
in Iran. This has been badly 
and angrily received in toe 
Kremlin. 

. Soviet specialists point out 
that it is not simply toe sending 
of an American fleet to the 
Gulf area which disturbs them. 
So long as it does not do any- 
thing, it might even be helpful 
to the Soviet Union and toe 
Iranian opposition. 

But such a move, they argue, 
will only inflame anti-American 
feelings in Iran, where toe Ame- 
ricans are' already unpopular, 
and will be hated even more if 
this Palmerston -style “gunboat 
diplomacy” is actually practised 
by the United States. 

They do not pule it out because 
they point out that in many po- 
litical crises toe habitual Ame- 
rican response is to send in 


Marines. America made a simi- 
lar move during the Indo-Pakis- 
tani war of 1971. though it 
made no difference to the even- 
tual outcome. But the American 
image in India has still not re- 
covered from this act of hostili- 
ty by Washington. 

The sending of an aircraft 
carrier in Moscow’s view, will 
doom the Shah even more sure- 
ly than anything else. 

But any actual landing of 
Marines would be a different 
matter. It would force Moscow 
to act “in defense of its securi- 
ty interests and probably drown 
not only Iran but the region in 
a bloodbath and cycle of hate 
and revenge," the Soviets claim. 

Russians do not look for- 
ward to the prospect and are 
angered by wbsai toe believe is 
a move by Carter to involve 
toe' Soviet Union in the Iranian 
crisis. 

While “regretting” Carter’s 
attitude, the experts give the 
Soviet viewpoint that Moscow 
“simply cannoL allow the Uni- 
ted States to treat Iran as if it 
is a sovereign American terri- 
tory in which the United States 
can manage things any way it 
likes.” 

And they conclude that if 
Washington is determined to 
provoke an “unnecessary crisis” 
with toe Soviet Union on (he 
Iranian situation, “it may re- 
gret its rash action.” 

Meanwhile, tbe Soviet media 
lias abandoned its earlier re- 
serve about the Shah's regime 
and is supporting the opposition 
demands and putting its case 
sympathetically. (OF NS) 


Dollar in a vice

LONDON — 

“Everybody recognizes the 
problem. Everybody wants to 
do 'something about it But no- 
body has a solution — and 
even if there was one. we 
wouldn't know how to imple- 
ment it." 

Such was tbe summary by 
one senior international mone- 
tary official of the difficulties 
facing the leaders of the Uni- 
ted States, West Germany, 
France and Britain as they 
prepare to meet in Guadeloupe 
[on Jan. 5 and 6) to discuss, 
among other things, the crisis 
of confidence in the dollar. 

As the principal world re- 
serve and trading currency, the 
U-S. dollar's problems resem- 
ble those of tbe pound in 1976, 
but with significant differences: 
Britain had the U-S. govern- 
ment to fall back on for help 
and holders of sterling were 
able to switch their funds into 
dollars. 

The US. is itself the ulti- 
mate guarantor of many a 
Western industrialized econo- 
my. When the guarantor him- 
self is .in trouble, toe world 
gets worried. 

Britain must view the dollar's 
problems with mixed feelings. 
The British government is al- 
ways worried about the effects 
of a U.S. recession on Bri- 
tish exports. But toe short-term 
effect of a weak dollar is to 
divert attention from the many 
underlying problems which 
could weaken toe pound. 

In theory we should by now 
have a world central bank on 
toe lines proposed by Keynes 
in 1944 and toe international 
monetary system should not 
be so dependent on one natio- 
nal currency. 

But all efforts in this direc- 
tion -have been proceeding at 
tbe pace of lame snails, and 
there has been a deafening sil- 
ence over plans for putting the 
International Monetary Fund’s 
Special Drawing Rights — a 
monetary unit based on toe 


weighted average of other cur- 
rencies — into the center of 
tbe monetary system. 

The lack of confidence in the 
dollar is now reviving plans 
for international monetary re- 
form. and it is on the. cards 
that Guadeloupe and the mon- 
. ths leading up to the larger 
. summit in Tokyo this summer 
will see many a call for a new 
international monetary order. 

The two areas where atten- 
tion is likely to focus are (1) 
whether there should be a re- 
torn to a more fixed exchange 
rate -regime; and (2) whether 
some of the burden of the 
dollar's international responsi- 
bilities can be eased. 

For many years the U.S- ad- 
ministration has demonstrated 
a singular lack of enthusiasm 
for both these proposals. Dur- 
ing recent months there have 
been signs of a softening of its 
. attitude; a preparedness to in- 
tervene heavily to support the 
dollar, instead of merely iron- 
ing out minor fluctuations; and 
a willingness to explore the 
possibility of sharing out some 
at least of the dollar's reserve 
currency role. 

It would be a mistake to 
jump to the conclusion that 
these talks will see a dramatic 
move, to a. new style Bretton 
Woods fixed exchange rate re- 
gime; or that overnight the 
dollar will abdicate its role as 
the lynchpin of the system. 

What we are. more Kkely to 
see is an evolving system of 
shared responsibilities, with toe 
dollar bloc by far toe most 
dominant for many years to 
come, but Europe (through the 
evolving European Monetary 
System) and the Pacific Basin - 
(Japan and her close trading 
partners) gradually assuming 
more importance. 

The differences between the 
infla tion rates and general eco- 
nomic structures of these areas 
ate such that a new fixed |ra:e 
system would be even more 
difficult to operate than it was 
when the Bretton Woods sys- 


tem began to break down to- 
wards the end of (he 1960s. 

The emphasis is likely to be 
on more coordination of what 
has come to be known as the 
“managed floating" of exchan- 
ge rates, but with somewhat 
greater rigidity within currency 
blocs, such as toe D-mark 
zone, where interdependence of 
trade is high- 

But while officials talk about 
the problems of developing as- 
sets which countries and cor- 
porations can hold to take the 
strain off the dollar, some 
movement is taking place. 

In tbe words of one senior 
monetary official: “There can 
b^r dly be a fund manager in 
the world who is not at this 
minute reassessing how much 
money he should keep in dol- 
lars. Until this process has run 
its course, there is no way of 
knowing whether S10 bilSon, 
$30 billion or $50 billion of 
support will be needed to tide 
the Americans over." 


Difficult though this is to say 
after a week when toe Iranian 
crisis has highlighted the prob- 
lems of the U.S. balance of 
payments and its dependence 
on imported energy, toe dollar 
problem contains some seeds 
of toe solution that cannot be 
found elsewhere. 


If fund managers become 
convinced that toe U.S. means 
business in dealing with its 
fundamental economic prob- 
lems, theta confidence in toe 
dollar wifi improve. 

So far they have not been 
convinced. Their worries take 
many forms, just as concern 
about the British economy fo- 
cused on a succession of areas 
1976.

Worries about economic 
•stagnation have so far proved 
too alarmist. But it seems in- 
creasingly likely that the ad- 
vanced industrialized economies 
have entered a secular period 
of somewhat slower growth: 
since 1973, with shorter and 
smaller “booms". . — fOFNS)
